after the pure, food law. a bill was in- 
troduced in the house today by Repre- 
sentative 
Hull of Iowa, making it a 


misdemeanor to manufacture for saie 
or transportation 'imitated articles 
ot 


articles of commerce, unless such ar- 
ticles are branded so as to show their 
exact 
ingredients. 
The 
measure 
is 


broad in its scope and would apply to 
anv article of commerce, recognized as 
a subject of transportation and sn.l« by 
the rules of the interstate 
commerce 


act. 


Practically all articles in domestic use 


would be affected, 
including 
clothing, 


furniture or any article sold under a 
name now recognized as designating any 
mineral, metallic, animal or vegetable 
substance which occurs in a state of na- 
ture. 


Conviction of a first violation of the 


act is made punishable by a fine not to 
exceed .'$•500 or one year's imprisonment 
or both, while each subsequent offense 
may be punished by a tine of not less 
than $1,000 or one year's imprisonment 
or both. 


It is provided specifically that, no re- 


tail dealer shall be prosecuted under the 
act if he can establish a guaranty signed 
by the wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer 
or other person from whom he purchas- 
ed such articles to t'-.e effect that the ar- 
ticle is not an imitation or misbranded 
within the meaning of the act. 
The en- 


forcement of the law is charged to the 
department of agriculture, the examina- 
tions of specimens of articles of com- 
merce to be made by the 
bureau 
of 


chemistry.
